Finishing college 
quickly can save 
parents money 


Are you interested in saving $10,000 to $20,000? 

Now that I have your attention, I would like to suggest a plan 
of action for parents and students who are college-bound 

We frequently hear today that it is taking more and more 
students five years to complete a bachelor’s degree, which 
traditionally has been completed in four years. With adequate 
advance preparation and planning, this trend cannot‘only be 
stopped, but the bachelor’s degree can be obtained in three 
years. 

Here’s the formula: 

Typically, a bachelor’s degree requires 120 semester hours of 
study. A typical student will take 15 semester hours (five 
classes) a semester for eight semesters (four years), which will 
give him/her 120 semester hours. 

Students who change majors or drop classes or don’t take a 
full load each semester may find it necessary to attend college 
nine or 10 semesters to complete the bachelor’s degree. There is 
also the problem of getting the classes the student needs when 
(s)he needs them. 

Your son or daughter cannot only avoid a five-year bachelor’s 
degree, but can finish in three years with advanced planning.

This requires students and parents to do a 
good job of investigating careers during the high school years, 
so when the student goes to college, (s)he knows what career 
path (s)he wants to follow. When a student enters college 
without a clear direction and declaration of major is delayed or 
changed, more time will likely be required to complete the 
bachelor’s degree. 

If my child is going to summer school, what about the money 
(s)he needs to earn to help with expenses through the school 
year? 

That should be no 
full-time job and still

take two classes during the summer. A lot 


to be set. But big dollars are at stake. When you consider 
tuition, books, and room and board will cost $10,000, $15,000, 
$20,000 or more per year, reducing the college time by a year 
can save a lot of money. 

Additionally, the student gets out in the work world a year 
earlier. Assuming a student coming out of college can earn 
$25,000 in his/her first year of work, and you have saved that 
year’s tuition. 

The financial impact of expediting the bachelor’s degree by a 
year can be in the neighborhood of $40,000 or $50,000. When 
parents are paying the college bill, is it too much to ask the 
student to work a little harder and give up a little social life to 
save a year’s tuilion? 

I think not. 

One thing some parents have done is to offer their child the 
fourth year’s tuition as a graduation present if (s)he finishes in 
three years. This doesn’t save the parents much money, but it 
does give the tuition to your child instead of the college. 

The astute student who recognizes that (s)he can earn a 
year’s salary and receive the tuition payment from the parents 
certainly should be well motivated to complete college in three 
years. 

Parents of a beginning high school freshman are well advised 
to begin now working with their child to explore career options 
High school counselors can be of great help in this endeavor. 


When parents and their children plan ahead, work together to

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Madison County Board 
Chairman Rudy Papa 
applauded board members 
Wednesday for balancing the 
budget for the 14th consecutive 
year, but questions about 
county issues were still raised. 

The board met in the 
Madison County 
Administration Building for a 
final discussion on the fiscal 
| year 1999 budget, which is 
expected to be approved at the 
monthly meeting Nov. 18. 

Officials said that, with the 
new budget, the tax rate will 
stay the same or decrease this 
year for county residents. With 
the overall budget increasing 
by nearly $8 million, from 
more than $81 million last year 
to nearly $89 million, the tax 
levy will go up $720,000. 


Madison County Board 


Questions still remain over tax rate, 


The county’s portion of real 
estate tax is 87 cents per $100 
assessed valuation of real 
estate. But Finance Committee 
Chairman William Little 
stressed the county isn’t 
necessarily the cause of taxes 
being raised. 

“‘We’re always accused of 
being big tax raisers because 
the tax bills people receive say 
‘Madison County’ on them,” 
Little said. 

Little said state spending, as 
well as school district, hospital 
district and incorporated 
areas,.are usually the cause of 
tax increases. He said that 
only about 51 percent of the 
county’s budget affects real 
estate taxes. He said much of 
the budget for items such as 
increases in probation 


personnel is repaid to the 
county from the state. 

Don Garrett of the Finance 
Committee expressed his 
concern about the increase in 
the budget and for the County 
Homes Action Committee, 
many of whom attended the 
budget public hearing last 
week with questions about the 
county’s plan to close two 
tax-supported care homes in 
Edwardsville. 

“It seems, in the very near 
future, we’re going to have to 
place the budget on the cutting 
block,”’ Garrett said. ‘I’m 
concerned that we’re not 
taking care of that business 
now.” 

Papa said ‘‘putting the

Most communities using a 
utility tax had already put the 
new formula in place, but 
Madison was delayed’ because 
there was “‘some difficulty 
getting numbers,”’ according to 
city attorney Casper 
Nighohossian. 

One of the problems was 
that most of the city’s 
residential utilities are 
provided by Illinois Power, 
while much of the power to 
Sommercial properties in the 
city is provided by AmerenUE.

To try and cut down on 
confrontations, Ottis said 
people should slow down and 
be on the lookout. 

“If they see one or two on 
the side of the road, always 
assume there’s another 
one,” he said, adding that 
they usually travel in 
groups. 

The deer caught in 
Granite City didn’t cause 
any collisions, but 
authorities s; the cost of 
these run-ins could be injury 
to humans and usually 
hi h-priced damage to cars. 

ead-on collision with a 
Teo. pound deer will cause 
major front-end damage 
This could cost in the 
thousands of dollars for a 
new car, authorities said 

The latest statistics on 
reported deer collisions from 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation are from 1995 
for all roads. IDOT statistics 
show that there were 324 
reported deer collisions that 
year in Madison County, 203 
in Macoupin, 109 in Jersey, 
103 in Greene and 87 in 
Calhoun County 

In 1995, there were 17,573 
reported deer collisions on 
all Illinois roads, according 
to IDOT reports. Authorities 
said some collisions are not 
reported 

“Between the deer 
population being high and 
more roads being built with 
more traffic on them, more 
deer are hit,’’ Ottis said 

He said deer whistles for 
the front of vehicles are 
available as well 
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move here 


“I can’t vouch for their 
effectiveness, but some 
people swear by them,” the 
officer said. 

Paul Cunningham, chief 
deputy of the Jersey County 
Sheriff’s Department, said 
the start of the upcoming 
hunting season increases 
collisions as well 

“But without them out 
there hunting, the problem 
would multiply,’’ 
Cunningham said. 

“We have numerous 
accidents with deer,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We’re required by the 
insurance company to have 
whistles on the front of our 
cars. Even with those, we’ve 
had a couple of deer run 
into the side of squad cars.”’ 

Capt. Dennis Sloman, 
commander. of Illinois State 
Police District 18, said 
“(deer hits are) problem 
No. 1 this time of year. 
There’s just deer 
everywhere. It will be 
getting pretty rough pretty 
soon. They don’t care about 
anything (but mating.) 

“ve been lucky, but I’ve 
been close.” 

District 18 covers Jersey, 
Greene, Macoupin, Calhoun 
and Montgomery counties 
Troopers have dealt with 
multiple deer collisions in a 
single night, usually in good 
weather when the moon is 
full, Sloman said. He added 
that a full moon puts out 
more light for deer to see, 
but these collisions can 
happen at any time. 

Ottis said Illinois 
motorists should report 
these collisions to local 
police so their insurance can 
cover it

Since Sunday is the most 
commo! ‘day for religious 
reasons’’ (Saturday is for 
some), the amendment not 
only makes sense in 
accommodating schools or 
persons not wanting to 
compete on that day but also 
indicates that the NCAA 
recognizes that Sunday can 
be a day for competition. 

With Division I baseball 
expanding its eason 
tourney.from 48 to 64 teams, 
it makes sense to consider 
Sunday as a possible day of 
competition, especially when 
the spring weather can be a 
factor. 

On the high school level, 
this corner has long sought 
Sunday competition when 
necessary and not just for 
baseball. 

In football, making Sunday 
an option might have kept 
the O’Fallon team from 
missing part of a school day 
to travel 280 miles to 
Oswego for a Friday playoff 
game. And, what was 
convenient about having 
Belleville East go 331 miles 
to Libertyville?

Prior to the 1997-98 season, Juenger 
took over for Shelly Ethridge, who 
built BAC from a perennial loser into 
one of the nation’s top junior college 
pecgrams before leaving to become 
ead Coach at the University of 
Missouri-St. Louis. The Dutchwomen 
responded by posting a 25-7 record, 
tying the school record for victories 
“The first year was a learning 
experience and this year already 
seems a little easier,’’ said Juenger, 
a former assistant coach under Jay 
Harrington on the BAC men’s 
basketball team. ‘It helps having all 
but two players back from last 
year.”

Juenger’s first season with the 
women’s team ended with a loss to 
John A. Logan in the second round of 
the Region 24 tournament. 

“‘We had so many freshmen and 
they were a little nervous,”’ Juenger 
said. ‘Logan had reason to want to 


beat us, because we had snapped 
their 67-game (home-court) winning 
streak earlier in the year. 

“My goal was to win 20 games, so 
winning 25 was special. The only bad 
thing about that is now there’s more 
pressure to win games in my second 
year.’’ 

BAC, which opens the season at 5 
p.m. Monday at McKendree College 
against the Bearcats’ junior varsity 
team, is ranked 10th in the NJCAA 
preseason poll 

“I’m very proud of that. The girls 
deserve it,’’ Juenger said. ‘“‘That also 
puts pressure on us, but I really think 
we can contend for a national title 
this year. In jamborees (exhibition 
games), we’ve beaten three of the top 
10 teams in the country and we 
haven't lost yet.” 

Juenger’s optimism starts with 
Jaynetta Saunders, a 5-foot-11 
sophomore from Louisville (Ky.) 
Eastern High School. 

“Some say she’s the best player in 
junior college basketball,””. Juenger 
Said. ‘‘She’s being recruited by 
almost everybody in the country. 


“She’s 5-10 and she can hang on the 
rim. She’s quick, she’s athletic and 
she can play anywhere on the floor. 
Playing with boys made her better. 

“The good thing-about us is that six 
of our sophomores could sign with a 
(NCAA) Division I program. Either 
we got lucky or this is a nice 
program. I thank Shelly for that — 
she started the tradition and I’m just 


keeping it going.’’ 

The fist of lented sophomores 
includes 6-0 Jan Toczylowski (St. 
Louis Incarnate Word Academy), 5-7 
Mandie Schmitt (Highland) and 6-2 
Casey Nations (O'Fallon). 

“Jane is a 2 (shooting) guard and 
she’s quick and athletic,’’ Juenger 
said. ‘“‘She didn’t have a lot of offers 
coming out of high school and now 
she’s got five or six Division I offers. 

“‘Mandie is a 2 guard who can also 
play the point. She’s one of the best 
shooters in the (Great Rivers 
Athletic) conference. 

“Of all the girls on the team, Casey 
is probably the most improved. She 
went from not having any offers to 
not wanting to play basketball to 


having six or seven Division I offers 
and being recruited by everybody in 
the country in Division II.’’ 

Juenger also has high hopes for 
sophomores Jennifer Knowles 
(Chester) and Tricia Warneckei 
(Mater Dei). 


“Jennifer is a 2 guard and she and 
Mandie may be our best two 
shooters,” Juenger said. ‘‘Her dad 
coaches at Chester, so she plays hard 
and she plays smart. 

“Tricia is a softball player and a 
basketball player, and she’s our best 
defender. We ask her to stop the 
other team’s best player. 

“Another sophomore, Melanie 
Mueller, is the setter for the 
volleyball team and she didn’t play 
basketball last year. She’s a shooting 
guard and she may be the best 
shooter on the team. But it will take 
her a while to get back into 
basketball. We won't even have her 
until around Dec. 2.’’

“Andrea was all-state at Windsor 
and I expect a lot from her,’’ Juenger 
said. “‘She’s a forward who can shoot 
the 3-pointer and play defense, and 
she can rebound.

Grafton perfect 
autumn getaway

No matter the time of year, a favorite day trip or weekend 
getaway is to sites along the Great River Road (Route 100) from 
Alton to Pere Marquette State Park. Extend that area to 
Calhoun County, the tip between the Illinois and Mississippi 
rivers, and you have a truly memorable experience of 
Americana. 

Though sailboating in the summer is a special draw, eagle 
watching from November to early March up and down both 
rivers gives reason enough to tour the area. ‘Majestic’ should be 
defined as an eagle’s flight over winter-bald trees and slate-gray 
waters 

My family and I decided to stretch our typical day trip to the 
area into a weekend stay. 

Normally, we drive through Alton to Route 100’s start and on 
to the attractions. Yearning for country views, we wended 
through Old Town St. Peters to-Highway C and drove to the 
Golden Eagle Ferry off Highway B. 

These back roads showed the rural underpinnings of a county 
known more for growth than praln: fields these days. After a 
nominal wait, the paddlewheel ferry proved a hit with my 
5-year-old 

In Calhoun County, we scanned the rolling farmland still 
famous for orchards and scouted out the town of Brussels. 

Nowhere embodies such sleepy charm as this Civil War-era 
hamlet. Homes are mostly Victorian or classic farmhouse, 
though generally weathered rather than pristinely preserved 
(adding to the authentic feeling). The highlight in Brussels for 
many, and usually for us, is the family-style chicken dinner at 
the Wittmond Hotel, run by the same family since 1848. Charles 
Burch, the fifth-generation owner, has been restoring the hotel 
recently to its original splendor. 


On to Illinois, via the Brussels Ferry, the last free ferry in 
that state. Along the way to the Ruebel Hotel at 217 E. Main St., 
we marveled at Grafton’s evolution since the Great Flood of '93. 
This stately brick building dating to 1884 symbolized the area in 
general 

A wreck just a few years ago, the hotel has been painstakingly 
restored to its original charm. (No doubt, it’s more elegant than 
when riverboat workers walked its halls.) The family-style 
saloon features a walnut bar bought at the 1904 World's Fair and 
hauled up to the hotel by barge. Continental breakfast was cozy 
in this wood-trimmed room filled with ceiling fans and antique 

ecor. 

Owners Jeff and Sandy Lorton, along with their four grown 
children, opened a unique attraction across town in high country 
— Ruebel Adventures. Cottages and a lodge offer private 
retreats with awesome views. Horseback riding is available 
year-round for guests. 

During warmer months, an outdoor production recounts the 
history of the area. The family hopes to create a craft village in 
the 246-acre spread. 

After hearing from housekeeping manager Barb Staton about 
benign ghosts that haunt the hotel (no sig tings, just felt 
presences), we strolled around town to shop for crafts and 
antiques. Though many old homes were razed after the flood, a 
number of historic buildings remain, with an updated face to 
please tourists. 

Riverview Mercantile in the Shafer Wharf Historic District 
sold unique natural gifts and flowers dried by the owner ona 
nearby farm. At the other end of town by the hotel, the 
Paddlewheel old-time soda shop offered great ice cream 

We normally love the Elsah Landing Restaurant, known for 
homemade soups and goodies, now housed in the Brainerd 
House Bed and Breakfast building. Looking for quick, cheap 
fare, we tried a new restaurant, From the Heart, and rated it 
tops for good home cooking. 


Our best time was hiking at Pere Marquette State Park and 
eating in the romantic Old English-style restaurant afterward 
Though famous for family-style chicken dinners and Sunday 
brunch, the lodge serves great.main entrees and desserts. 

The new information center offers interesting information 
about the area’s history. We learned, for example, that 
explorers Marquette and Joliet, who first spied the area, were 
terrified of a great bird Indians had painted on the cliff walls 
near Alton. They’d hardly be frightened now of the cartoonish 
remake of the famed Piasa Bird that welcomes tourists along 
the Great River Road.
